troubled like the'other Indians :- And: the Pawwaws 
themſelves , ſome of them do ſay, That they cannot 
make their Power ſeize on any of them : Quelſtionleſs 
they have tried their Skill, and Satan hath not been wan- 
ting to afſiſtthem;-who is ſo unwilling to fall down from 
his Rule, and to be driven from his old Poſleflions. A. 
Pawwaw told me, who was of no ſmall note among the 
Heathen formerly, andalfo with the beft, now he hath | 
forſaken his- Pawwawirig , That after he had been | 
brought by the Word of God to hate the 'Devil, and to | 
renounce his Imps (which he did publickly) that yet his | 
Impsremained {till in him for ſome months tormenting | 
of his fleſh, and troubling of his mind, that he could ne- | 
ver beat reft, either ſleeping or waking : At length one | 
time when Twent down to keep the fartheſt LeCture''a- | 
bout ſeven miles off, he asked me ſome Queſtions, | 
whereof this was one; viz. That if a Pawwaw bad his | 
Imps gone from him, what he ſhould have inſtead of | 
them to preſerve'him? Whereunto t'was Anfwered, 
That if he did beleeve in Chrift Jeſus, 'he ſhould have | 
the Spirit of Chriſt dwelling in him, which is a good and | 
a ſtrong Spirit,” and will keep him ſo ſafe, that all the 
Devils in Hell, and Pawwaws on Earth, ſhouldnot be a- 
Ble todo him any hurt « and thatifhe did ſet himfelf a- 
gainſthis Imps, by the ſtrength of God they ſhould all 
Hee away like Muskeetoes : He told me, That'he did 
Much deſire the Lord, itmight be ſowithhim. He far- 
ther ſaid, That everſince that very time' God hath in 
mercy delivered him from them, heis not troubled with 

any pain (as formerly)in his Bed, nor dreadful vifionsof 
the night, but through the'bleſſing of God, he dork lic 
_downain eaſe, ſleeps quietly, wakes in Peace, and walks 
in ſafety, for whichhe is very glad,and PO; 
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- \ to the Corporation. 
This laſt ſpring, the Indians of their own accord made 
a motion to me they might have fome way ordered a- 
mongſt them, as a means whereby they might Walk in 
good Subjection to the Law of God, wherunto they deſi- 
redto enter into Covenant; they told me that they were 
very deſirous to have their ſins ſuppreſſed which God 
- *did forbid, and the duties performed, which he hath 
Commanded in his Word; and thereunto they deſired 
me to inform them, what puniſhment the Lord did 
appoint to be inflicted on thoſe which did break any 
part of His Law, for they were very willing to ſub- 
mit themſelves to what the will of the Lord is in 
this kind. I was not willing on the ſudden to draw forth 
in writing an Anſwer to their deſire , but rather choſe to 
take a longertime of Confideration in a Work of ſogreat 
Concernment, and refer them to the Word of God, 
ſhewing them many places for their information, moſt: 
whereof they had heard of formerly : They alſo fur- 
ther deſired, .That they might have ſome men Choſen 
amongſt them with my father and my ſelf, to ſee that 
the Indians did walk orderly, and that ſuch might be 
incouraged,but that thofe which did:not,might be dealt 
with acording to the word of the Lord; I could not bur 
approve and incourage the motion, ſeeing they ſpake 
not as thoſe in'Pſal.2.3. Let us break their bands aſunder and 
eaſt away their cords from us, but fought totall ſubjetion 
and ſtrict obedience to God : yet I told them that it was 
a matter of great weight, ſhewing them many things 
which I thought neoeliery for them to know, but need- 
lefs now to relate. A day of faſting and prayer to repent 
of our fins, and feek' the gracious help of our God for 
Chriſt Jeſus fake, we appointed; and another ſhortly 
after to finiſh the work in : Some of the Indians ſpake

once'or twice, andI perceived that he was troubled, he 
aſked my counſel about removing his Habitation, yet 
told'me, Thatif they ſhould ſtand with a ſharp weapon 
agaih(t his breaſt, and tell him that they would kill him 
preſeritly, ifhe did not turn to them, but if he would, 
they would love him, yet he had rather loſe his life 
than keep it on ſuch terms; 'for (ſaid he) when I look 
back on my life as'it'was before I did pray to God,I ſeeit _

dbtain what he did defire and endeavor herein; a 
man whoſe pious and' painful labors amongſt this 
People, have rendred him approved and highly ho- 
nored inthe eyes of his Brethren about him, -for in- 
defatigable diligence, and earneſt love to the Lord 
Jeſus, and their poor ſouls; a man whoſe integrity 
and faithfulneſs is ſo well known1n thefeParts, as 
giveth ſuflicient ſatisfaCtion to beleev that he would 
- not wittingly uttera fal[hood in any matter whate- 
ver,and much leſs ſo many falthoods, & that in ſuch 
a publick manner;in the view of God & the World, 
as he muſt needs have done if he have coyned theſe 
Confeſſions ofhis own head, and have not to his beſt 
underſtanding truly related them in. our Tongue, 
according as they were uttered by them in theirs. 
 Tfanyfhall then aſk, Ifthere be ſuch a Work of 
God amongſt them, Why were they not combined 
and united into Church-Eſtate, when there was that 
' great Aſſembly at Natich , on the thirteenth of 0F0b. 
Iaft? Such an one may do well to conſider, that the 
material Temple was many yeers in building, even 
in the dates of Solomon, who wanted no helps and 
furtherances thereunto, but was abundantly furni- 
ſhed therewith, and longer in Reeciging afterthe 
Captivity; andtherefore no marvel it the ork 
of a Spiritual Temple, an holy Church to Chriſt,an 

a Church out of ſuch rubbiſh as amongſt Indians, be 
notbegun and ended ona ſudden It is rather to be 
wondered at, that in ſo ſhort a time, the thing is in 
fo much forwardneſs as it is. Beſides, It isa grew” 
ter matter to have Indians accepted and owned as a 
Church pmong/t themſelves, and ſo to be inveſted 


with all Church-powee as a Church, when yet they 


are 
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Eder over them, by whom they might be direted 
andghided inall the Afairs of the Church, and Ad- 
miniſtrations ofthe Houſe of God.: this I conceive* 
is a far greater matterthan the admitting ofthem as 
Members into any Church or Churches of the Eng- 
Hiſh already ſo furniſhed 5 which latter (for ought 1 
know) might ſpeedily be done, and with much fa- 
tisfaction, 1f it were ſuitable in regard of theirdif- 
ferent Language, and the remoteneſs oftheirHabr 
tations, whereas to the former there ſeems to be a 
oreat neceſſity, or expediency at theleaſt, thatthey 
ould firſt be provided of ſome to be afterward ſet 
over them inthe Lord. Even amongſttheEnglifh, 
when any company amongſt us have united. them- 
fetves into Church-Eſtate, it hath been uſual that 
they have had one or other amongſt them. upon 
whom theireyes have been ſet, as intendingthem to 
be Paſtors or Teachers tothem ; afterward, when 
once they ſhould be combimed as a Church, and 
where it hath ſo been, they have found the comfort 
and. benefit of it ; 'whereas thoſe few that have pro- _ 
ceededotherwiſe, have found trouble andiinconve=. - 
niency therein. ' And if it be ſo amongſtthe Eng- 
liſh, who uſually have better abilities, how much 
more amongſt the Indians, whoſe knowledg and 
parts muſt needs be far leſs ?

. It may be ſome have thought, and I hear fome 
have ſpoken little leſs, That this whol buſineſs of 
the Indians, of which there have been fo man 
ſpeeches in Old Erg/and and New,. is but a deviſe 
anddeſign to get money, and that there is indeed 
no ſuch matter as any. Work of Gods grace among(t 
that People. But if there were any truth in this 
ſaying or Surmiſe, I maryel why the Magiſtrates 
and Elders then preſent at Natick, didupon the rea- 
ſens rendred, adviſe the deferring of the inchurch- 
Ing of the Indians that day, and why they did not 
rather haſten forwardthe Work without any more 
* ado, or longer delay. For thereport of a Church 
of Indians would in all likelihood have more pre- 
yalled for the end alledged, than all that hath been 
teported hitherto. But our attending in this buſineſs 
to the Honor of Jeſus Chriſt, and the good of this 
poor peoples ſouls, and fo to that which Rule and 
».rightReaſon required, rather than to what might 
Hſeem conducible for wordly advantage, may be. a 
fathcient witneſs of our ſincerity, contrary-to the 
conceit and ſurmiſe afore mentioned, and a fſuffici- 
ent confutation of it. Andyet though they be not

ſtomedto labor, but the contrary, it is not much to- 
be marveled if they be not comparable therein to 
fome Engliſh, who from their Child-hood have 
; beeri trained wptheretoz yet we ſee they are co- 
*ming to it, and I hope will fall toit more and more; 
let all thatlove their ſouls, pray for them that they 
may-z Yea, Tet all that love the Lord Jeſus Chri 

pray for-them, that the Work of God may ſtill proſ- 
per amongſt-them, that many more of them may be 
turned from darkneſs to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God 3 andthat being converted they 
may be-preferved-in Chriſt, and be built up in him 
to further growth and perfeCtion,. from day to day. 
Andlet-unfeigned thankſgiving be rendred to the

14. 31. that this mercy vouchſafed to the Gentiles, 
ſhall intime provoke the Jews to an holy Jealouſie, 
and Emulation, to look after that mercy again that 
once they refuſed, that ſo through the mercy be- 
ſtowed on the Gentiles, they (1 mean the Jews) 
might at laſt againobtain mercy. Happy were the 
Engliſh if we could yeeld the fruits of Gods Goſpel, 


that it might not be taken from us; and happy alſo 


if the mercy coming to theſe Indians ( though not 


yet taken from us) might provoke us ſo todo, that.
